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Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant's amendment of 12-12-07 has cancelled rejected claims 1-8 and 10-23. Thus, 
all previous rejections have been overcome. With no other outstanding rejections, claims 9, 24 
and 25 are allowed. 



Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. The invention is drawn to a ^-(substituted l,3-thiazol-2-yl-amino)-quinazolin-7-yl 
having a H or methoxy group at the 6-position, and a side chain at the 7-position having a 
dihydrogen phosphate terminal group. The closest reference, Mortlock (US'338 ~ cited 
previously), teaches a quinazoline compound with l,3-thiazol-2-yl-amino at the 4- 
position. However, it fails to teach a dihydrogen phosphate as a terminal group in the 
side chain at the 7-position. Thus, it does not anticipate or render obvious the instant 
compounds. 

b. An update search yields two copending applications, PAP 2006/0058325 and PAP 
2006/01 16357. Their claims are drawn to quinazoline compounds with pyridine, 
pyrimidine, pyrazole or imidazole at the 4-position. Thus, there is no overlapping subject 
matter for an Obviousness-type Double Patenting.
